All the teachers, with one exception, have taught in this 
town before, and are so well known to our cilizens that we 
deem it unnecessary to make any extended remarks in this 
respect, especially as the School Board is a continuous one 
and the Superintending and Prudential Committees are 
united in one Board. 


iby SCHOOL REPORT. 


SCHOOL NO. 1. (Crawteys FAs.) 

The spring term was taught by Miss Alice Richards, and 
Miss Mattie Scribner was the teacher for the remainder of 
the school year. Miss Scribner is a teacher of large experi- 
ence and earnest purpose, and under her faithful instruction 
the .school has made good progress, as was evident by the 
examinations, which were very creditable. 


SCHOOL NO. 2. (Norra Roan.) 


This school has again been fortunate in having Miss M. 
Addie Kimball for its teacher. The discipline of the school, 
the amount of work accomplished, the thoroughness of the 
recitations, have been very satisfactory. | 


SCHOOL NO. 3. (Marsuatris Corner.) 


One of our well known teachers, Miss Minnie B. Dudley, 
taught through the year. Miss Dudley introduced ‘‘report 
cards,’ on which are recorded by the teacher, the absence, 
tardiness, deportment and scholarship of each pupil, and 
these cards are sent to the parents once a month, or oftener, 
for their inspection and signature. It is proposed to use 
this system in all the schools the coming year. | 


SCHOOL NO. 4. (South Roap.) 


The teacher, Miss Florence Hatch, fully sustained her 
excellent reputation as an earnest and competent teacher. 
This school made as good a record as any in the town. 


SCHOOL NO. 5. (County Farm.) 


. Miss Anabel 8S. Tucker, teacher. The commendations of 
this teacher by our predecessors meet our hearty approval. 


In some branches of study we have found teachers and 
pupils under a disadvantage growing out of a want of uni-

formity in some of the text books used. We have already 
adopted a new arithmetic, which will partially remedy this 
difficulty, and shall make such other changes as seem to be 
necessary. Complaint is sometimes made that changes of 
text books are too frequent, but we believe it to be the wis- 
est course and the truest economy to give our children the 
best.
